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UREKA, Jan. [Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] A marine disaster that 
may develop into one of the worst 
known to the Pacific Coast in recent 
years occurred early Thursday morn- 
ing, when the steamer Walla Walla 
Was run down by an unknown bark, 
believed to fly the French’ flag, and 
sank in thirty-five minutes. 

As the figures stand now, 33 of the 
passengers and 40 of the crew have 
yet to be accounted for, a total of 73; 
and 43 of the passengers and 39 of the 
crew are known to have been saved. 
figures give a total of 155 per- 
sons on board when the ill-fated 
steamer came to her end. 

The collision occurred in the early 
hours of the morning, and the dark- 
ness was intensified by thick weather. 
The unknown bark loomed up out of 
the blackness and struck the Walla 
Walla without a minute’s warning, and 
then drew away and was lost to sight 
almost immediately. A great hole was 
torn in the side of the Walla Walia, 
and she began to fill with great rapid- 
ity. Boats and life rafts were lowered 
immediately, and a large of 
those on board succeeded in getting 
off on. them. A number, however, & 
is believed, had their escape ut off 
as the result of the great hole torn 
in the Walla Walla, and went down 
with her.

The Walla Walla, in command of 
Capt. A. L. Hall, left San Francisco 
at 11 o'clock Wednesday morning, 
bound for Victoria and Puget Sound.

began to fise. Second Officer Luke 
was in command, the shift being made 
at 4 o'clock. About 4:10 o'clock the 
passengers were suddenly awakened 
by a terrible crash on the port side. 
A French four-masted bark had col- 
lided with .the Walla Walla, strik- 
ing her just forward of the captain's 
stateroom, making a fourteen-foot hole

The officers and most of the — pas- 
sengers were soon on deck. Capt. Hall 
quickly realized the condition of his 
vessel, and that it could float but e 
very brief time. He immediately or- 
edered ail passengers awakened, the 
life boats and rafts lowered and the 
passengers put aboard them. Among 
the passengers were several seamen, 
who heroically gssisted the crew in 
lowering the people, at the same time 
using every means in their power to 
keep the passengers from becoming 
panic-stricken. 

Those who succeeded in getting on 
the life boats and rafts drifted at the 
mercy of the sea until about $8 o'clock 
of the same morning, when the 
steamer Dispatch observed their dis- 
tress signal. It was not long until 
the Dispatch picked up the first sur- 
vivors and learned the fate of the 
Walla Wella. The Dispatch remained 
in that vicinity, cruieing around all 
day, picking up persons floating on life 
rafts and life boats, until she had 
aboard sixty-three. She sailed for 
Humboldt Bay late in the night, ar- 
riving in Eureka Friday morning at 9 
o'clock, — 

As soon as the news of the collision) 
reached here, the Mayor, Chamber of 
Commerce and cilizens set about to 
relieve the rescued of their sufferiag, 
most of the survivors bei poorly 
clad.

Not being able to !and at 
that point, they returned, Intending to 
attempt to come over the bar when 

rescued by schooner Buhne. This aft- 
ernoon, another schooner went over the 
bar and returned with eight more. 

A short distance north of Trinidad, a 
raft with fifteen aboard safely ‘ande-l 
on the beach and reported at the for- 
mer place, but up to 7:30 p.m., there 
were still two boats and one raft un- 
accounted for. Thére were ten life- 
boats and eight rafts on the vessel. 
The firet lifeboat lowered capsized 
with three men in it, and drifted away 
with these passengers. The two other 
boats were smashed and rendered use- 
less. Capt. Hall reported at 8 o’clock 
that only one boat was missing. The 
life-saving crew stationed here re- 
ported that another lifeboat was on the 
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beach north of Humboldt bar. A res- 
cuing party has been detailed to bring 
them to Eureka. 

The Trinidad survivors were brought 
to Eureka tonight. The stories as told 
by the survivors are almost identical, 
and that upon which the most confi- 
dence can be placed is the one told by 
William O'Leary, through whose judg- 
ment and valor this party from Trini- 
dad owe their lives. His graphic parra- 
tive is as follows: 

“f did not see the French bark as it 
approached, but at the time the crash 
came I hurriedly dressed myself and 
rushed upon t deck in time to see 
the scramble excited passengers and 
erew. The boats were lowered quickly 
by the crew and rapidly filled. Much 
credit for ment of this portion 
of the w 
at all times remained at his post of 
duty, thinking oly of the safety of 
those aboard, and he was the last one 
to leave the ship. 

“The lifeboat in which we embarked 
contained thirteen persons, all of 
whom were men, and immediately be- 
gan to row for the French bark, which 
was seen in a northwesterly direotion, 
and at one time, as I can best remem- 
ber, reached within 300 yards of the 
vessel, but we could not make ourselves 
heard, although We were peouting at 


the liteboate. _ As the rescuing work 
was going on, confusion continued to 
grow. among the passengers. It was 
very dark, and an uncertain light 
greatly interfered with rescue work. 
When the last raft was lowered and fif- 
teen passengers put on it, the Walla 
Walla’s bow was submerged, and the 
stern rose, apparently making a dive 
for the bottom of the ocean. 

“Several people were afterward 
picked up by the many drifting life- 
boats and rafts, Capt Hall, who re- 
mained on the vessel, going down with’ 
her, was picked up after being under 
water a short time. The social deck 
broke off, floating to the surface, and 
the captain came up with it. Sighting 
a life raft, he commenced swimming, 
and succeeded in reaching it after a 
hard struggle. 

“We then began to row to leeward, 
and everything went smoothly until 
abouf 11:51 o’clock Thursday morning, 
when a heavy sea struck our boat and 
capsized it. I know this to be the 
time, for two of the gentlemen had 
watches in their possession, and eachi 
of them stopped at this time. From 
then on until about 4:30 o'clock, qs 
well as I can judge, we suffered 
@reatly from effects of wind and the 
heavy seas, having during that time 
suffered our boat to be capsized three 
tim The first time William Bartell, 
who was fireman abeard the ship; did 
not get back to the boat, and the 
last we saw of him he was floating 
with an oar with his face upward. 

“Shortly afterward it capsized a ser- 
ond time, but this time many failed to 
regain the boat. Of the boatload of 
thirteen men, six of whom were em- 
ployed on the sunken steamer, and 
seven passengers who left the scene 
of the disaster in lifeboat No. 7, seven 
survivors landed at Trinidad Harbor 
at about 7 a.m.” : 

The people of Trinidad had not 
learned of the calamity, and the ap- 
pearance of the and worn- 
cut survivors, as well as their tale of 
perils and sufferings. came as a shock 
to the people of that section, and they 
received them with open hands. The 
party immediately enjoyed the effepts 
of a warm fire, and were treated to a 
breakfast at the Occidental Hotel at 
that place.

lands; pay their assessment if we pass 
the canal bill, and then hold up the 
United States when it comes to nego- 
tiating for a right of way.

NOTHER ACCOUNT 
OF THE DISASTER. 
INTENSE EXCITEMENT WHILE 
LOADING LIFEBOATS. 

George Reise, One of the Passengers, 
Tells His Story—Gives Credit to the 
' Officers for Their Coolness and Help-

EUREKA, Jan. &3—The steamer Wal- 
la Walla, bound from San Francisco 
for Victorie, B. C., was wrecked Thurs- 
day morning at 4:10 o'clock by a 
French four-masted bark. The Walla 
Walla had 165 passengers aboard, and 
forty-five are reported drowned. The 
collision occurred twenty miles south 
of Mendocino buoy. The French bark 
struck the Walla Walla in the bow. At 
the time of the collision the second 
officer was on the bridge. 

George - Reise of San Francisco, a 
ae gave the first account. He 

"It was 4:10 stents when the French 
vessel hit the Walla Walia in the bow. 
All were asleep. The weather was 
clear, the sea was rolling high. 
were dumfounded. The passengers 
rushed out of their staterooms, and the 
deck was crowded. Capt. Hali went 
down into the steerage and’ found a 
family of seven fastened in a room. 
Two girls of 12 and 14 years were fas- 
tened between timbers. The girls were 
released, and the family assisted out of 
their berths. All prepared to leave the 
vessel, the captain saying she would 
sink. Lifeboats and rafts were low- 
ered. Life preservers were put on, and 
the passengers lowered to the boats. 

"The-vessel did not sink until 4:45, giv- 
ing the crew and passengers thirty-five 
minutes to leave the steamer. Sixty- 
three were lowered, the life-saving 
beats then being filled. The excitement 
grew intense among the remaining pas- 
sengers. Women screamed and men 
and boys hurriedly jumped off the 
steamer, several not leaving until she 
Started. to sink. The officers were coo! 
and collected, doing everything possi- 
bit to save their passengers. 

“No one knows the cause of the col- 
lision but the second officer, and he is 
missing. As soon as the French vessel 
penetrated the steamer’s bow, ff was 
but a short time until she withdrew, 
leaving the passengers at the mercy of 
the high sea, and lending no assistance 
whatever. 

“We were drifting here and there, 
sixty-three in the lifeboats and rafts 
‘for ever five hours. The boat I was in 
had twelve survivors, ificlading two 
ladies. A lady gave me a fred shirt to 
signal the steamer Dispatch. We were 
recognized, and were soon rescued. The 
Officers, on learning of the wreck, 
searched for the others until she had 
aboard sixty-three passengers. The 
Dispatch was bound from San Fran- 
cisco to Seattle, but pulled into this 
port to land the rescued passengers. 
Capt. Hall, with the first mate, was 
saved, the remaining officers being Jost. 

“The Walla Walia was partly sub- 
merged, when both boilers ° exploded, 
sending pieces of the vessel in every di- 
rection. } 

“The tugboat Bauhner arrived here 
at 10 o'clock a.m. with fourteen more 
passengers picked up along the coust. 
Among those saved were six women. 
A southwestern wind had drifted the 
fifty miles up the coast from re 
wreck occurred. The sea becoming 
rough, it was dangerous for them to 
land, compelling them to remain at sea.

CAPT. HALL’S STATEMENT. 


HE SANK WITH HIS SHIP. 
{BY THE NEW ASSUCIATED PRESS--A.M.} 

EUREKA, Jan. 3,—Capt. A. lL. Hall, 
master of the wrecked steamer, gives 
a graphic account of the disaster. He 
says: 

“We left San Francisco Wednesday, 
bound for Victoria and Puget Sound. 
The weather thickened as the night 
advanced, and Thursday morning a 
heavy fog, accompanied by a light rain, 
set in. About 4:10 a.m. I was suddenly 
awakened by an awful crash on the 
port side, well forward. Second Officer 
Luke was on watch at the time. The 
housin the vicinity of 
my cabin, was diy shattered, the 
main force of the collision striking her 
just forward of my stateroom. My 
bunk was struck and thrown across the 
room onto my table. 

the crash, the other vessel, 
which, I think, was a French 
judging from the language used by her 
sallors, rebound and groped along- 
side. I called to her to and by. She 
drifted away, and was lost to view. I 
could not tell how badly she was in- 
jured, but I do not imagine she was se- 
verely hurt, as she struck us faye on,

hull suffered materially. 

“Those passengers who had not 
been awakened b crash were 
roused at once. e vessel began to 
fill immediately, and she sank in thirty- 
five minutes. ere was no confusion 


on board. The officers and crew kept 
the from becoming panic- 
stricken e crew was immediately 


ordered to man the lifeboats and rafts. 
and an effort was made to save the 
baggace. This was given up, however, 
the vessel filling at such an alarming 
rate that no thought was given but for 
the safety of the passengers. I gave 
orders to have the port boilers blown 
out, it being necessary to give the ves- 
sel a list to keep the gaping hole in. her 
side out of the water. 

“in a few moments all the lifeboats 
and rafte were out with the exception 
of two, which were smashed. One of 
the boats contained nine or ten passen- 
gers. All were thrown Into the water, 
but managed to board the life raft, 
which had been launched a few min- 
utes previously. The second boat was 
smashed by striking a heavy object in 
the water, but all the passengers were 
rescued by another life raft. We had 
about sixty-five first and second-class 
passengers on and about 160 
souls ali told. 

“We had no knowledge of the ap- 
proach of the vesee) striking us, the 
weather being so thick she was not 
seen until we were struck. It was very 
dark at the time, and the uncertain 
‘light interfered to a great extent with 
the rescue of the passengers. I re- 
mained on board, assisting the men in 
every way possible. I went down with

‘RESCUE BY THE 
CAPT. JOHNSON’S ACCOUNT.

EUREKA, Jan. 3.—Capt. Victor John- 
bon Of the steamer Dispatch, which res- 
cued a majority of the shipwrecked 
the following ac- 


“About 8 o'clock morning, 
my attention was called to a small 
boat which was manned by three men 
and coming toward us. Owing to the 
fog. we did not discover her presence 
until she was right alongside. As the 


boat ap nearer, the men halied. 
This w the first intimation that I 
had had that a marine disaster had 


occurred. The spokesman of the party 
informed me that the Walla Walla had 
been sunk by an unknown vessel, off 
the Mendocino coast. The party 
proved to be three fishermen from the 
‘wrecked vessel. We took them aboard, 
and lay’ to the remainder of the day. 
Several boats and rafts were picked 
up at different intervals, the last 
about 4 @’clock Thursday afternoon. 
Some of their occupants were quite 
badly played out, especially those on 
the life rafts. 

“There was a nasty, e s¢a 
running, and this was coming over 
continually and interfered with the 
comfort of the passengers to such an 
extent that many were entirely ex- 
hausted when pee up. Of the pas- 
sengers rescu several were injured. 
One man had his leg jammed, while 
two were cut about the head a 
shoulders. Capt. Hall was injured by 
a spar a@s the vessel went down. Sev- 
eral of the women were more dead 
than alive when taken aboard, _and 
with difficulty were resuscita 

Capt. Johnson was loud in his stelids 
of the bravery displayed by the , wo- 
men rescued by him. Two. in, r- 
ticular, he gives much credit for the 
calmness isplayed. According to 
Capt. Johnson, the women were far 
more nervy than the men, and: gave 
valuable assistance in caring for the 
survivors as each succeeding raft was 
picked up. In most instances. it was 
with great difficulty that the survivors 
were got aboard, owing to the heavy 
sea running. 

The captain and the crew of the 
Dispatch gave every attention to the 
wants of the passengers. In many in- 
stances their wardrobes were entirely 
depleted. While many of the passen- 
gers hed had ample time to robe them- 
selves after the alarm had been given, 
many failed to do so. and as a result, 
not a few but were illy clad, while 
those more fortunate were drenched 
to the skin and suffered aeuerly with 
the less fortunate ones. 


CAPT. STREAM’S EXPERIENCE. 
SURVIVORS’ HUNGER GREAT.

EUREKA, Jan. 3.—Capt. F.. W. 
Stream of Tacoma relates his experi- 

ence as follows: 

“About 4:15 a.m. t was awakened by 
a heavy crash, and I made my way 
forward and found the deck strewn 
with rubbish and broken timber.

Dr, Powers enforces the quarantine 
regulations with stern impartiality, and 
if the State authorities were half as 
vigilant in preventing the importation 
of smalipox from Arizona and New 
Mexico, where it is always more or less 
prevalent among the Mexicans, there 
would be few outbreaks of the scourge 
in Los Angeles.

FRANCISCO'S 
JOB IS GONE. 

Removed from Deputy 
Collectorship. 


New Customs Officer 
at Long Wharf. 


Espee Wanted the Change 
Made—C. A: Sheldrick 
the Plum. 


aA. ("Bert") Francisco has been 
removed as Deputy Collector of Cus- 
toms of Port Los Angeles, in com- 
pliance with an order received by Col- 
lector Cline from Assistant Secretary. 
of the Treasury Taylor at Washington. 
Francisco's term of service ended with 
the year 1901, and ©. A. Sheldrick of 
this city was appointed to fill the 
vacancy. 

Francisce’s removal is the result of 
an investigation following charges 
made by Agent Jameson of the South- 
ern Pacific company at Port Los An- 
geles, and by four inspectors or tally- 
men in the government employ at the 
long wharf. Among the charges made 
was that there was a lack of harmony 
between Deputy Collector Francisco 
and the inspectors, and that Francisco 
resorted to “unfair means’ in exact- 
ing collections of customs from the 
railroad company. 

These charges were investigated by 
G. E. Channing, special agent of the 
Treasury Department at San’ Fran- 
cisco, and on his report and recom- 
mendation, Mr. Francisco's removal 

rdered “for the good of the 
se 


It is said that there was no sub- 
stantiation of the charges that Fran- 
cisco had attempted to mulct the rail- 
road company for the benefit of the 


and that absolutely no 
harges ting Francisco's charac- 
ter were proven; the only basis for 
the re . It Is said, being that the 
lack of harmony was prejudicial to 


the government's interests. 

Mr. Francisco did not care to make 
@ statement of his side: of the case 
last night, but he intimated that he 
was the victim of injustice, which 
arose from political reasons, and from 
the fact that he simply had performed 
his duty in compelling the Southern 
Pacific company to pay just duty on 
coal and other receipts at Port Los 
Angeles. Thousands of tons of coal 
are received each month by the rail- 
road company from British Columbia 
and other foreign ports, and, accord- 
ng to the lations for the weighing 
of this coal, insisted on by Francisco, 
he says a just estimate was made of 
the total tonnage on which duty should 
be paid. ‘ 

In unloading the coal from the holds 
of the vessels, the rule of the customs 
service is that one bucket in twenty 
shall be weighed, the total of 
the entire cargo being comput from 
the figures thus obtained. me of the 
buckets contain 1750. peunds of . 
while others weigh 1800 and 1900 

unde. The weighing of only the 

ighter buckets would result in a 
great saving to the railroad company, 
while. a computation based on the 
weight of the heavier buckets would 
increase the amount of duty to be 
paid. Francisco, it was snares in- 
sisted on weighing the heavy ckets, 
thereby increasing the government's 
customs receipts, and making a corre- 

ndingly heavy drain on the coffers 
te transportation company. 

In the charges made by the railroad 
company’s agent, Jameson, and by the 
tallymen, they accuse him even of @ - 
structing the tallymen to place one 
foot on the scales, thereby increasing 
the weight, and through other unfair 
means of attempting to increase the 
railroad company's burden. These 
ee ne dt is said, were not proven. 

Collector of Customs Cline, speaking 
of the matter last night, said: 

‘TT received the order Tuesday for 
Mr. Francisco's removal, and he im- 
mediately left the service. The order 
was made on the recominendation of 
Special Agent Channing of San Fran- 
cisco, who reported that the removal 
Was necessary for the good of the serv- 
ice because of the intense personal 
feeling ehich existed between Fran- 
cisco and the railroad agent and in- 
spectors. There was no charge against 
Mr. Francisco's character. The origi- 
nal charges were filed with me and I 


referred them to the Treasury Depart- | 


ment, which ordpred the investigation 
by Mr. Channing. Not long ago I 
wrote to Washington informing the 
department that things were moving 
more smoothiy at the wharf, and as I 
thought the improvement would con- 


tinue I opposed Francisco's removal at 


this time.” 

“Bert” Francisco, whore home is at 
Hollywood, has been deputy Collector 
of Customs at Port Los Angeles since 
1887, when his father, A. W. Francisco, 
was made Collector of Customs for this 
port. The elder Francisco died in 1898, 
and John €. Cline was appointed to fill
